THE bones of the snlne are separated 


and cushioned bv little disks of cartilage 
which sort of act as shock absorbers. 
Now and then one of these padsr known 
to doctors as interv ertebral disks, rup- 
tures or slips out of place 
As a result, 


pressure is put on all the nerves coming 
from the spinal cord at that point. 


The first and chief symptom of n<*rve 


pressure is pain. Where it occurs will 
depend, of course, on the location of the 
ruptured disk. If this—as i* frequently 
the case—Is in the lower part of tne some, 
pressure Is likely to be exerted on some 
of the nerves which go to make the *-eat 
sciatic nerve, -which run.* down the oack 
of tne leg, and pata m«.y be fplt any- 
where along its length. 


As a rule, the ruDtured dis^ will show 


up in an X-ray plate. If a diagnosis of 
a ruotured disk Is made, many physicians 
think that a period of conservation treat- 
ment should be tried before resorting to 
operation. I>uring the earlv period, the 
patient should be kept at complete rest 
in bed, and the spine immobilized, that 
js kept from moving by the use of a cast 
or brace if necessary The patient should 
also be given pain-relieving drugs if they 
are required. 


When tne acute symptom? disappear, 


the pat ent should be allowed to move 
about. HoTrever, tne back should be nro- 
tected with a brace or cast, and attempts 
made to correct tne patients postore. 


If, with this treatment, the'pam con- 


tinues or there is evidence of a grsa:, deal 
of pressure on the nerves, or if the paji 
is so severe as to Interfere with normal 
activity, operation is necesary. 


In this operation, the raptured disk 


)• removed, and it Is recommended that 
what is known as a spinal fusion be car- 
ried out This consists m fusmg a num- 
ber of the bones of the spine together. 
If this fusion is not carried oat., ther» 
may be disabling symptoms foP owing the 
operation 
It would anpear that the re- 


sults obtained when a fusion is done are 
far superior to tho-,e operations •without 
fusion. Good results are obtained from 
th« operation m more than three-fifths 
of the cases. Complete relief from all 
symptoms, however, may not always be 
secured.

cannot always be determined 
As a gen- 


erml rule some injury or accident is re- 
sponsible. 


Persons Who have pain hi the loww
